Bands  and  Whistles 
Will  Open  Aluminum 
CampaignNextWeek 

On  the  eve  of  the  nation-wide 
aluminum  collection,  plans -were  tak- 
ing shape  throughout  Pennsylvania  to- 
day to  stage  the  local  pickup  drives 
with  spirited  pomp  and  ceremony. 

The  blare  of  bands  and  bugles,  fac-. 
tory  whistles,  sound  trucks,  and  fire 
engine  sirens  will  set  off  the  campaign 
in  many  towns  and  cities  next  Monday, 
July  21.  Other  communities  are  plan- 
ning their  door-to-door  pickup  for  later 
in  the  week  but  will  use  the  same 
means  of  arousing  enthusiasm  and 
support. 

Meanwhile,  as  an  added  incentive 
to  state-wide  effort,  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  headquarters  accepted  a 
challenge  from  Massachusetts  to  see 
which  state  would  donate  the  most 
aluminum  per  capita.  The  Bay  State 
chairman  sent  the  same  challenge  to 
all  the  original  colonies. 

In  replying.  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  State  Council,  re- 
called Pennsylvania’s  patriotic  back- 
ground and  pointed  out  that  while  the 
Liberty  Bell  was  made  in  Massachu- 
setts it  nevertheless  "rang  out  its  mes- 
sage of  human  freedom  in  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania.” 

From  all  over  the  state,  assurance 
has  come  to  the  headquarters  in  Har- 
risburg that  the  local  drives  are  fully- 
organized  and  that  Pennsylvania  wiil 
make  a highly  impressive  showing. 

Reaffirms  Urgency 
of  Aluminum  Drive 

Any  doubts  about  the  urgent  need 
for  America’s  aluminum  collection 
drive  were  set  at  rest  this  week  by  a 
statement  issued  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts, 
executive  director  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense,  in  response  to  several 
queries  from  local  aluminum  chairmen. 

“Knudsen  and  LaGuardia  advise  us 
officially,”  Dr.  Marts  said  in  his  reply, 
“that  ‘the  nation  needs  aluminum  for 
planes  and  other  vital  items  in  its  de- 
fense program  more  rapidly  than  exist- 
ing facilities  can  produce  it.'  On  the 
basis  of  this  official  statement  by  these 
high  federal  authorities,  we  propose 
to  go  forward  vigorously  in  the  alumi- 
num salvage  campaign  in  Pennsylvania 
regardless  of  unofficial  surveys  and 
announcements  to  the  contrary. 

“Fifteen  other  democracies  under- 
estimated their  defense  needs.  T.  hope 
vve  won't  underestimate  our  job  in 
Pennsylvania’s  civilian  defense  pro- 
gram. I would  rather  have  aluminum 
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and  not  need  it  than  need  it  terribly 
for  the  use  of  our  boys  and  not  have  it.” 
The  queries  were  occasioned  by  a 
published  survey  purporting  to  show 
that  the  aluminum  shortage  for  na- 
tional defense  had  been  overestimated. 


TRUCKERS  PLEDGE  HELP 
IN  ALUMINUM  CAMPAIGN 

The  Pennsylvania  Motor  Truck  As- 
sociation has  asked  all  its  member 
firms  to  cooperate  in  the  aluminum 
campaign.  Members  of  the  P.  M.  T.  A. 
were  advised  by  Edward  Gogolin, 
general  manager  of  the  association, 
to  contact  local  councils  of  defense 
and  offer  the  use  of  their  equipment. 

This  offer  might  be  helpful  not  so 
much  for  local  pickups  as  for  getting 
the  aluminum  to  the  smelters,  which 
are  located  at  a considerable  distance 
from  most  towns.  “No  member  of  the 
trucking  industry  will  ignore  this  op- 
portunity to  take  part  in  the  first  step 
in  the  program  of  promoting  civilian 
defense,”  Gogolin  declared. 


PLEDGES  COOPERATION 

The  State  Department  of  Highways 
is  working  out  a plan  whereby  its  fa- 
cilities may  be  used  in  the  aluminum 
scrap  campaign  beginning  next  week. 
The  Department  pledged  fullest  coop- 
eration to  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
in  collection  of  the  metal. 


SAMPLE  RADIO  AND  NEWS 
RELEASES  ARE  SENT  OUT 

The  importance  of  radio  and  news- 
paper publicity  in  the  aluminum  cam- 
paign was  re-emphasized  this  week  by 
the  State  Council  of  Defense  when  it 
sent  sample  news  releases  to  local  pub- 
licity chairmen  and  copies  of  a model 
radio  broadcast  to  cities  that  have  ra- 
dio stations. 

Both  the  releases  and  the  radio  script 
were  worded  so  that  they  could  be 
adapted  for  local  use.  The  cooperation 
of  all  radio  stations  was  requested, 
meanwhile,  in  a message  sent  to  them 
by  the  State  Council  ot  Defense.
